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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The last quarterly estimate of population shows an increase of 
12,694, which was higher than in September quarter for many years 
past. During the nme months ended 30th September the total increase 
was 30,425, or at the rate of nearly 3 percent. per annum. Of the 
increase, 20,664 was due to excess of births over deaths, and 9,761 to 
excess of arrivals. 


Trade.—The imports during October were valued at £3,406,029, which shows 
an increase of £284,992, as compared with the corresponding month 
of last year. For the ten months there was a decrease of £482,679 
as compared with last year. The direct oversea imports during October 
amounted to £1,684,483, as compared with £1,605,587 in 1908; the 
total for the ten months was £16,666,923, an increase of £286,893 
over the corresponding figures for 1908. There were decreases in a 
number of the principal articles; apparel and soft goods, agricultural 
implements, cordage and twines, iron and steel, kerosene, leather, and 
sugar, however, showed increases. 


The oversea exports for October amounted to £3,035,309, being an 
increase of £333,808 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the ten months there was a decrease in the oversea 
exports of £738,008, or over 3 per cent., as compared with last year.

Public Finances.—The Public Accounts for October show that the neb 
revenue for the month was £1,229,449, or £39,298 more than in 
October of last year. During the four months ended 31st October the 
rewenue was £4,352,902, being £21,067 more than the corresponding 
period of the last financial year.

On the 31st October, 1909, the Consolidated Revenue Account was 
in debit to the amount of £512,211, but payments in anticipation of Loan 
Votes have been made to the extent of £619,010, which, if adjusted, 
would show a credit balance on Consolidated Revenue Account of 
£106,800. 


Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 30th September 
shows that, compared with the corresponding quarter of last year, the 
net earnings increased by £5,470, both classes of traffic contributing to 
this result. Compared with the September quarter of last year the 
earnings increased by 1}d., and the expenditure by $d. per train mile. 


Banks of Isswe.—The averages for the quarter ended 30th September are not 
particularly striking, the principal feature being a decrease in advances 
as compared with the third quarter of 1908. Compared with the 
corresponding period of last year there was an increase of £625,620 in 
current accounts, and in deposits as a whole of £568,653. Reserves of 
coin and bullion were£872,614 greater. Advances increased by £830,838 
during the quarter, but decreased during the year by £1,282,317. 


Mineral Production.—The value of the minerals exported from New South 
Wales during the third quarter of 1909 amounted to £1,556,986, and 
during the first nine months to £3,847,280, which show decreases of 
£16,698 and £1,077,098 respectively, as compared with the corre- 
sponding periods of last year. The decline is principally due to the fall 
in prices and the large decrease in the output of silver and coal. The 
gold yield during October was 25,212 oz. crude, equal to 22,179 oz. fine, 
valued at £94,210. During the ten months of 1909 there has been a 
decrease in the value of gold produced of £71,028, as compared with the 
corresponding period of last year. 
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Prices.—The general index number for October was higher than in September, 
and higher than for October last year. The index number for pastoral 
produce was 1,181, for metals 1,050, and for all articles 1,206. Prices 
generally were higher than in the previous month, the principal articles 
to show increases}being frozen mutton, lead, and tin. Butter and hides 
declined in value. 


Postal Communication.—The figures for 1908 show that 149,654,000 letters 
and post cards were carried during the year. This represents the very 
high proportion of 94 per head of population, which is exceeded by very 
few countries, The"{[number of post offices was 2,492, and there were 
16,338 miles of telegraph and telephone lines open. There was on the 
average one post office to every£637 of the population. 


Meteorology.—During the month of September four rainstorms affected the 
State, but the total falls recorded were, for the most part, below the 
average. The heaviest falls were on the Central Tablelands, North- 
Western Slope, and North-Western and Central-Western Plains. The 
temperature during the month was mild to hot, with an occasional cool 
change. 


Land Selections.—During October 147 new settlers applied for 116,104 acres ; 
and 134,759 acres, representing 108 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 2,076, and the area applied for 1,394,166 acres. The original 
area set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
1,184,469 acres, representing 1,397 blocks.
